Relapse Has Occured and

DR. LAPPON! DECLARES 
THAT CASE IS HOPELESS 


There Has Been No Further Opera- 
tion, But It Is Feared There’s 
> Serum in Pléwral Cavity: 
Death Only a Question 
of Time. 


Rome, July 10, 6 a. m.—It is re- 
ported that when, shortly after sun- 
rise this morning, Dr. Lapponi went 
to see the pope he found him with 
his hands together in the attitude of 
prayer. On the doctor’s inquiring 
whether he required anything his 
holiness replied: 

“Today finishes a week since I 
was taken sick. I am thanking God 
for having given me strength still 


to pray to him.”’ 
Rome, July 19, 2 a. m.—Another day of 
alternate hopes and fears has passed and 
Leo's life still hangs in the bal- 
Beginning with renewed hopes, the 
closed with the scales tending slowly 
downward. How long this ag- 
onizing period of suspense will last, not 
even the attending doctors dare to say. 
No night bulletin was issued, Dut 
12:15 o'clock this morning it was learned 
from Dr. Mazzoni that the condition of 
the pontiff had not changed since the issue 
of the evening bulletin, which announced 
that the patient's state was grave. At 
7:30 o'clock last night Dr. Lapponi declar- 
ed his fear that there was no hope, but 
that death might not come during the 
night. At midnight a report coming from 
the vatican itself, gained currency that 
Dr. Mazzoni had again operated on the 
pope and extracted serum which had 


again gathered in the pleural cavity. 
No New Operation. . 
The surgeon was found at his home at 
1:30 o'clock this morning, and although 
6xtremely tiréd, Dr. Mazzoni said: 


‘Tt is untrue that a new operation has 
been performed. I ‘was with the pope 
from 11 p. m,. until after midnight and 
found his general condition stationary, no 
change having taken place since this af- 
ternoon, when the consultation with Dr. 
Rossini was held. To strengthen the pa- 
tient’s heart and to help the circula- 
tion of the blood, I injected camphor and 
caffeine, after which the pope, who seem- 
ed somewhat -relieved, said he remem- 
bered having beén treated on a camphor 
basis when, he was nuncio at Brussels 
sixty year#ago."’ 

In reply to a question, 
pled: 

“T really cannot say whether the serum 
in.the pleural cavity has increased since 
the consultation this afternoon, as I did 
not examine his holiness for’ such a pur- 
pose. It must be understood that the 
pope is too frail to be handled like other 
people. Besides, his thorax, through old 
age, has become bent in guch a way that 
the sidé where pneumonia was first de- 
tected, curved out In a pronounced man- 
ner, while the left side curves: in.” 

In tomorrow’s bulletin attention will be 
directed especially on the progress in the 
secretion of serum. Then a decision will 
be: taken ag to whether a new operation 
is necessary.’’

But for the Hostility of Spanish Cardinals Hée Might Be Elected Pope. 
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9—8 p. m.—The Tribuna, 
which, since the grave condition of the 
health of the pope became . genérally 
known, has been publishing sketches of 
the cardinals who are thought likely. te 
become head of the church, tonight de- 
votes an article to Cardinal Gibbons, 
which. ends as follows: 

“The. partisans of. Americanism have 
in the past often spoken of Cardinal Gib- 
bons as a possible successor to Leo XIII. 

“The ‘idea was for many reasons too 
daring to become a reality, but it would 
not have appeared altogether impossible, 
without the Spanish-American war, which 
rendered Cardinal Gibbons’ position ex- 
cessively delicate with the Catholics and 
the remainder of the world: He would 
not be a pope of'the two American con- 
tinents, or even an Americanist, but 
pope of the United. States, against. which

would rise the Spanish cardinals with all 
the prestige ‘of ‘their indisputable loyalty } 


to the apostolic see, and: who would have 
on their side the greater, part of the 
Italian cardinals. This does not mean 
that in case a conclave is held Cardinal! 
Gibbons will be without influence. On the 
contrary, he will-have power which will 
be exercised by him with wisdom in fa- 
vor of a candidate who will agree with 
the state of modern civilization.”’ 
Cardinal Gibbons Goes to Rome. 

New York, July 9.—Cardinal Gibbons, 
who goes abroad to be near Rome when 
the conclave of cardinals is called, if the 
pope’s illness should prove fatal, sailed 
on the steam ship LaToraine. 

The cardinal’ pointed‘ out before sailing 
that he was not summoned officially to 
Rome to take part'in.the conclave. Suen 
a summons, he said, would 
after the death of the pope. When the 
ilinesg of the holy father took a sertous 
turn a few days’ ago he received a cable- 
gram from Cardinal Rampolla, the papal 
secretary of state, suggesting that it 
would be advisable for the cardinal to 
come over.

Rome, July 9.—A deputation arrived at 
the vatican today from Carpineto, the 
birthplace of Pope Leo, the news.of the 
pontiff's alarming condition having even 
penetrated to. that. obscure place. Car- 
pineto Is a little town among the Vi&cian 
hills, with streets ‘so narrow : that ‘two 
donkeys cannot pass each other, and an 
hour distant from any railway, but with 
a ter supply and electric Jights, the 
former the gift of Pope Leo himself.

The deputation penetrated 
as far as the ante-chamber of the sick 
pontiff, who immediately said he would 
teceive them, buf for once gave way to 
the appeals of those around him and sent 
instead his kindgst wishes and ~ benedic- 
tion.

When Hopes of Ultimate Re- 
covery Were high 


EVEN POPE BELIEVES 
HIS DEATH IS VERY NEAR 


He Has Made All Arrangements for 
His Funeral—Queer Remedies 
Being Sent to Vatican From 
‘All Parts of the Civ- 


Rome, July 9.—The news of the sudden 
relapse of the pope, the consultatién of 


physicians, and the alarming bulletin 
which followed, was an unexpected thun- 
derbolt in what had already become, in 
the public feeling, an unclouded sky. The 
idea now prevails that this bring# to a 
definite end all of the bright hopes which 
were ¢herished this morning. 

Professor Rossini went through the most 
carefu] examination of the illustrious pa- 
tient, employing again what is known as 
the Baccelli system. The consultation 
sasted over two hours. The patient, ag 
one feature of the investigation was made 
to pronounce the Italian word “thirty- 
three’ (trenta-tre) which is a case Where 
there is indicated the presence of a badly 
acting heart, a vitiated circulation and 
serum in the pleura to any one listening 
at the patient's side and presents a sound 
as if the consonants in the word “thirty- 
three’, had been dropped. The expert- 
ment unfortunately proved not only the 
presence of fluid in the pleura, Dut its 
rapid augmentation, that it already 
afflicted the patient with the same dis- 
turbances that observed on last 
Tuesday. It was evident that another 
operation would be indispensable, but no 
decision on this point will be reached unt- 
til after another consultation which has 
been postponed until tonight because of 
the weakness of the paffent. The three 
doctors will make another examination 
within an hour or two. 

A state. of great prostration has ensued, 
rendered worse the affection of the kid- 
reys. It is likely that an injection of salt 
water into the veins will be resorted to. 
The diarrhoea, which appeared this after- 
noon and occasioned the consultation, hag 
now ceased. 

Pope Knows Death Is Near. 

That the pope fully realizes that his 
death cannot long be deferred is shown 
by the attention he has given during the 
last few days to the details of his final 
resting place. It is well known that he 
has discussed his testamentary disposi- 
tions and expressed his wishes as to the 
place and manner of his funeral. Short- 
ly before he was taken ill the pontiff 
repeated to Cardinal] Satolli his désire 
to be buried in the church of St. John 
Lateran. The spot he designated is on 
the left of the Apse, above the entrance 
to the sacristy, corresponding to the op- 
posite niche in which is the monument 
erected by himself in 1891 to Pope Inno- 
cent III. It is said that a statue of 
Pope Leo, forming part of the monu- 
ment, has already been made. In other 
respects the tomb will resemble that of 
Innocent III, consisting of a sarcophagus 
with a bas relief, two niches, two statues 
and two medallions,

arouseqd the ire of the members of that 
body as well as the interest of the people 
generally on the question. 

In disposing of the charge against the 
doctor, charges preferred and, as far as 
the grand jury was concerned, sustainéd 
by that body, the county commissionere 


not only ignored the accusations, but as- 
serted that A careful investigation by the 
commissionéra did not support the report 
of the grand jurors to the superior court, 
but satisfied the commissioners that that 
report was untrue and without any foun- 
dation whatever. 

The commissioners in their resolytions 
disposing of the matter, without any 
qualifications, declared that the investiga- 
tion by them demonstrated to thelr satis- 
faction that Dr. Worsham, instead of be- 
ing In the least neglectful or derelict, had | 
performed his official duties faithfully, 
properly and to the commissioners thor- 
oughly satisfactorily. 

All of this was flying in-the face of the 
grand jury, a body composed of the best 
eitizens of Bibb county,.and adding tuel 
to flames which have been illuminating 
county politics for two or three years. 

Factions in Commission. 


It now dévelops that the meeting of the 
commissicnérs gréw rathér warm before 
the resolutions were adopted. There are 
five members of the board and into two 
factions it is divided, thelines of separation 
being so marked.that it is apparent to 
even a casual. observer. Three members 
of the board are linked against two and 
together the trio stands solidly upon all 
questions where there is a lack of una- 
nimity. So it was, decording to informa- 
tien vouchsafed today, when the commis- 
sioners took up the resolutions exonerat- 
ing Dr. Worsham.

“The truth is that Dr. Worsham ie a 
cCmpetent physician and is a gentleman 
of kind heart and kind disposition. No 
one who knows him would*for an in- 
stant suppose he would neglect a pa- 
tient in need of@his services. But there 
have been complaints before of the same 
kind and she grand jury in its investiga- 
tion found damaging reports and heard 
them sustained. It could not have done 
less than it did. There fs every reason 
to believe the n@xt grand jury will take 
it up again and the probabilities aré 
that it will once m:ore come before the 
commission.

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DIAMONDS WORTH MILLIONS 
PURCHASED BY AMERICANS 


Washington, July 9.—(Specialh)—In no 
way is the prosperity of the United States 
more strikingly illustrated than by the 
enormous increase in the importation of 
diamonds and other precious stones dur- 
ing the last few years. ‘In fact the rec- 
ords of diamond importations fluctuate so 
completely in harmony with the fluctu- 
ations in the prosperity of the country 
as to afford an excellent barometer of 
commercial conditions, 

Prior to 1887 the total value of diamonds 
and other precious stones imported in a 
single year never exceeded $7,000,000 per 
annum. During the prosperous years 
from 1887 to the panic year of 1898 the to- 
ta! gradually increased until it reached 
$16,000,000. Then there was a sudden 
drop to $5,500,000 in the fiscal year 1894 and 
in 1896 the total value of importations was 
Only $2,200,000. Since that date, with the 
growth of prosperity there has been a 
steady increase until in 1901 the total 
value of the diamonds and _ precious 
stones imported was $20,000,000; in 1902 the 
total was $23,000,000, and when the final 
returns from all ports for the fiscal year 
which ended on June 30 this year have 


been received the total will amount to 


the enormous sum of $30,000,000. 


As comparatively few precious stones 
are exported and as those brought into 
the country are preserved with such 
care that few of them are lost, it will be 
seen that there has been an enormous in- 
crease in the stock of percious stones in 
the United States during the last three 
years. Allowing for the profits of the 
importers, diamond cutters and jewelers, 
a conservative estimate would place the 
amount of money expended by the Amer- 
ican people for precious stones in the 
last tnree years at $100,000,000. This is 
without taking into consideration the 
value of the gold in which the jewels 
have been set. 


Value Spun Into Millions. 

By far the greater proportion of pre- 
cious stones imported are diamonds and 
the importations of these stones alone 
during the last fiscal year amounted to 
a value of about $26,000,000. Of these 
nearly one-half were uncut diamonds, a 
much larger proportion of uncut stones 
than in any preceding year. This shows 
that the industry of cutting diamonds is 
developing very rapidly in the United 
STates. Ten years ago practically all of 
the diamonds imported had been cut 
abroad, as is shown by the fact that in 
1890 the census reported the total value 
of the products of lapidary work in the 
United States at less than $500,000. 

Large as are-the figures given above 
of the values of diamonr@s' and’ other 
precious stones imported into the United 


considerably below the truth, for while 
diamonds and other precious’ stones, 
rough or uncut, are admitted free of 
duty under the Dingley act, the duty of 
60 per cent ad valorem on set stones 
and of 10 per cent ad valorem on cut 
stones not set affords a powerful incen- 
tive to the smuggling of precious stones 
of alt kinds, and. especially diamonds. 
These articles are so small in comparison 
to their value and are so easily concealed 
that the ingenuity of the customs in- 
spectors, special agents of the treasury 
department and other customs officials is 
taxed to the utmost in detecting fraud- 
ulent importations. The smuggling of 
diamonds is not confined, by any means, 
to persons engaged in the trade, but 
every year thousands of tourists attempt 
on their return from Europe to bring 
in diamonds in quantities all the way 
from a single small stone to complete 
necklaces of enormous value, and some 
of them are successful in spite of the 
sensational seizures occasionally made 
by the treasury officials. 
Smuggling of Diamonds. 

The ease with which diamonds can be 
smuggled accounts for the comparatively 
low duty on the cut stones not set. It 
was realized by the framers of the tariff 
law that if the jJuty was put up to ahy- 
thing like the 60 per cent imposed cn set 
stones the smuggling of diamonds would 
be carried on on such a scale as to re- 
duce the amount of revenue that would be 
obtained and to place honest importers at 
the great disadvantage in attempting to 
compete with unscrupulous smugglers. It 
was this consideration that led the 
framers of the Wilson act to place all 
diamonds on the free list. This considera- 
tion also led to the total abandonment of 
all efforts to collect revenues from duties 
on diamonds and other precious stones in 
the neighboring republic of Mexico. Until 
comparatively recent years the Mexican 
government undertcok to collect duties 
on the importations of diamonds. It Was 
found, however, that the government was 
getting no revenue, but that all the wom- 
en of any wealth in the republic were 
wearing diamonds. An investigation was 
set on foot which led to the most astound- 
ing results. It was found that ladies con- 
nected with the most prominent families, 
even those of cabinet officers, were impli- 
cated in schemes for bringing diamonds 
into the republic without paying duties. 
In order to avold the scandals that would 
have resulted from disclosures the whole 
investigation was quietly dropped and 
diamonds and precious stones were placed 
on the free list. The consequence is that 
jewelry and precious stones of all kinds 
can be purchased much more cheaply in 
Mexico than in the United States and 
there is reason to believe that, owing to 
the difficulty of guarding the long and 
sparsely settled frontier, considerable 
smuggling into this country from Mexico

Stories From Alabama, 


Evidence Introduced to the Effect 
That the Negroes Almost Went 
on Their Knees to Turner 
To Move Him to Pay 
Their Fines. 


Montgomery, Ala., July 9.—(Special.)— 
The case of the United States versus J. 
F. Turner, charged with holding one 
Glennie Helms, a negro, in a condition of 
peonage, was continued in the United 
States court today. 

The testimony introduced has heen of 
a conflicting nature and the verdict of the 
jury cannot even be anticipated at this 
time. This morning the defense closed 
their testimony. The testimony intro- 
duced by the defense was strong. The 
character of Mr. Turner was proven to 
be very good by some of the best known 
men of the tate. 

The first witness* called this morning 
by the defense was J. L. Purifoy, former- 
ly of Goodwater, but now of Birmingham. 
He accompanied City Marshal Dunbar to 
Dadeville, where the said Helms was al- 
leged to have been sold to Mr. Turner, 
Mr. Purifoy contradicted the statement 
of Dunbar in nearly all the main points. 
The district attorney then produced-a 
sworn statement from Mr. Purifoy, which 
Purifoy had made before him, in which 
Purifoy contradicted his testimony on the 
stand. Mr. Purifoy stated in explanation 
that he was laboring under a wrong im- 
pression when he made the statement 
that there were two instead of three ne- 
groes that were sold or alleged to have 
been sold to Turner. He said he was 
mixed up because he attended the trial 
of two negroes about a week before and 
thought these were the ones carried to 
Dadeville. 

John Parker, a negro, was the next wit- 
ness. He told of how the negroes who 
were brought to Dadeville pleaded with 


knew one of the negroes several years 
before. Heard one of the negroes tell Mr. 
Turner that they would be willing to 
work it out. Heard Turner say that he 
did not want them. The negroes pleaded 
with him to pay them out, saying that 
they would be willing to work a year or 
two if he would get them out. Heard 
Turner say that he only wanted them for 
four months, and that finally Mr. Turner 
took them. 

John Lassistér, white, testified practica!- 
ly the same as John Parker in reference 
to what the negroes told Mr. Turner. 

The defense then introduced several 
character witnesses, among wrom were 
J. J. Harlan, probate judge of Talla- 
pcosa county; William Gray, president of 
the Tallapoosa county bank; Secretary of 
State J. Thomas Heflin and two or three 
others. They all testified that Mr. Tur- 
ner’s character was good.

Montana Train Robber May 
Be in Atlanta 


Was Seen in Atlanta Last Saturday 
by Knoxville Attorney With 
Whom He Conversed and 
Upon Whom He En- 
joined Silence. 


Harvey Logan, the notorious Montana 
train robber and multi-murderer, who 
made a desperate escape from the Knox 
county jail, at Knoxville, Tenn., some 
time ago, may now be in Atlanta. 

Logan is said to have been seen in 
Atlanta last Saturday by a well-known 
attorney of Knoxville, with whom he 
conversed and upon whom he erjoined 
silence for a period of five days. 

Press dispatches states that a letter 
containing this information Sas been re- 
ceived from the attorney, who is L. C. 
Houk, dated from Lithia Springs, where 
the lawyer is now stopping. Inquiry at 
the Sweetwater Park hotel and at the 
Hiawatha inn last evening by means of 
the long distance telephone, however, dis- 
ciosed the fact that Mr. Houk is not 
known at either place, although there are 
other hotels at both Austell and Lithia 
Springs at whjch he might be a guest. 

The telegram received by The Consti- 
tution last night from Knoxville is as 
follows: 

Knoxville, Tenn., July 9.—A letter re- 
ceived here today from L. C. Houk, an 
attorney of thig city, who is now at 
Lithia Springs, Ga., states that he saw 
and conversed with Harvey Logan in At- 
Ignta last Saturday. He states further 
that Logan enjoined him to say nothing 
about the meeting until] five days ‘had 
elapsed. He inferred from Logan's con- 
versation that the bandit proposed to sail 
for a foreign country. Logan is the Mon- 
tana train robber and multi-murderer 
who escaped from the Knox county jail 
June Zi. 

Harvey Logan is one of the most des- 
perate criminals ever confined in a Ten- 
nessee jail, He is the man who gave 
notice when he wag incarcerated that he 
would escape at the first opportunity. He 
also stated that the jail which could hold 
him did not exist. Notwithstanding the 
clese watch that was kept over him, he 
did escape and in a manner that fully 
displayed the daredevil 
professed to have. 

Logan was captured only 


reduced to starvation and was 
without ammunition. Even then it was 
only after a struggle that he acknowl- 
edged temporary defeat and surrendered 
to his captors. 

The fact that he is in Atlanta, or was 
here last Saturday, will be learned with 
interest by both the police authorities 
and the citizens generally.

Whatever may be the outcome, the 
vatican world has fully made up its 
mind that the demise of the pope is only 
a question of days at the most and prob- 
ably only of hours. With this being the 
prevalent view, every detail for conduct- 
ing the affairs of the church durifig the 
interregnum and for carrying out the 
election of Pope Leo’s successor is sys- 
tematically arranging. Following ad- 
vices from the vatican, the cardinals 
throughout the world are hurrying to- 
ward Rome, anticipating the holding of 
a conclave for the choice of a pope. 
These preparations are undertaken in a 
spirit of profound grief and as the per- 
formance of a sacred duty. 

Throughout the day the court of the 
vatican leading to the pope's apartments 
has been thronged with distinguished vis- 
itors seeking information ag to the pope's 
condition. Practically the entire diplo- 
matic corps accredited to the vatican 
and many cardinals were among the in- 
quirers. The popular solicitude for the 
pope’s condition has led to an ameliora- 
tion of the rigid rules closing the en- 
trances. High and low, coming to ask 
about the pope’s condition, were equally 
admitted to the inner room and bulletins 
signed by the doctors were conspicuously 
ex hibited. 

One of the most remarkable features 
of the sick room is the absolute sim- 
plicity and the entire absence of the 
usual elaborate equipments found in the 
sick rooms of distinguished patients. 
There are no trained nurses, the only at- 
tendants besides the aoctora being the 
pope’s valets, Centra and Decastro. The 
doctors are without a corps of assistants 
and there is none of the modern appli- 
ances for refrigeration and other means 
of ameliorating the condition of patients. 


Be on Hand To Take Part 
in the Conclave at 
Death of Pope. 


Rome, July 9.—The vatican has re- 
ceived dispatches from all parts of the 
world, from the cardinals.abroad, say- 
ing that they are Jeaving immediately 
for Rome. One of the most distant; Card- 
inal Moran, archbishop of Sydney, N, 
S. W., telegraphs that he sailed today. 
As he will travel half way round the 
globe, it is doubted whether he will be 
in time for the conclave. Some authori- 
ties hold that each cardinal has a right 
to demand the postponement of the con- 
clave to permit him to reach Rome, but 
it is doubtful whether the selection of a 
pope will be deferred on» account of any 
one cardinal. 

It is recalled that the American cardi- 
nal, McClosky, arrived too. late to par- 
ticipate in the conclave which elected 
Pope Leo. It is an interesting fact that 
Archbishop Farley, then secretary to 
Cardinal McClosky, was also too late 
to participate as a secretary in the con- 
clave, but Archbishop Farley took part 
in the ceremony of Pope Leo's corona- 
tion and through a singular coincidence 
his nomination as archbishop of New 
York occurred at what was probably 
the pontiff's last consistory. 
Gratification was expressed the 
American prelates here on learning that 
Gibbons had sailed today for 
Rome. As the conclave will not take 
place until at least ten days after the 
demise of the pope, Cardinal Gibbons 
will arrive in ample time to partici- 
pate. Outside of Americans Cardinal 
Gibbons’ coming excites interest, as he is 
regarded as the representative of the

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NEGROES TOLD 
TO LEAVE PLACE 


Murder Near Sour Lake, 
Texas, Causes Banish- 
ment of Blacks, 


Sour Lake, Texas, July 9.—Shortly be- 
fore 11 o'clock this morning word reached 
Scur Lake that a brakeman of the South- 
ern Pacific, bud Thompson, had been shot 
[and fatally wounded by a negro at Nome 
Junction, Thompson is in a hospitai 
at Beaumont, where it is said his condi- 
tion is critical. 

Indignation was expressed at Sour Lake 
when this news was made public. Notices 
were posted in twenty-five or thirty con- 
spicuous places about town: 

‘“‘Notice—Negro, don’t let the sun go 
down on you in Sour Lake tonight.”’ 

Many negroes hastily left the city. 
Over fifty left for Houston and Beau- 
mont. The exodus continues and many 
are walking out of town. 

A restaurant which employs negroes is 
being guarded by armed men tonight, 
and an effort wil] De made to give the 


negroes protection. The _ situation is 
grave and may assume serious phases at 
any moment. 

Tonight two camps of darkies, one in 
the Shoe String district of the oil field 
and the other composed of construction 
forces of the Southern Pacific, were raid- 
ed by a mob of 500 men. The blacks fled 
precipitately and about 100 shots were 
fired at them. It 4s not known whether 
any of them were killed or wounded, as 
the shooting was in the darkness. One 
ef the Mexicans in the construction gangs 
had his head beaten into a pulp and

British Ruler Favors Closer Re- 


lations Between Great Britain 
and United States, 


BUCKINGHAM PALACE 
SCENE OF RECEPTION 


King Commanded Most Distinguish- 
ed Officers of the Empire To 
Attend in Honor of the 
Americans—Message 
to Roosevelt. 


London, July 9.—Informally welcoming 
the American naval officers to England 
tonight King Edward took occasion to 
make an emphatic declaration in favor of 
closer relations between the United States 
and Great Britain. His majesty did not 
speak of an alliance or even of an under- 
etanding, but the impression was clear 
from his remarks that he desired that 
the two nations move together in the 
interests of the peace of the world. Some 
of the king's ministers also took ad- 
vantage of the occasion to impress on 
the American officers their cordial ap- 
proval of the Monroe doctrine and their 
desire that it be supported by American 
influence in a way which would place it 
above al! critcism. 

The royal welcome was extended to the 
American officers at Buckingham palace, 
where a dinner was given in their honor 
by King Edward. The table was decor- 
ated by Marechal Neil roses and° golden 
plate from Windsor. The king com- 
manded the most distir®uished officers 
of the empire to attend, and thirty-six 
guests were present. On the king’s right 
gat Ambassador Choate and on hig left 
Rear Admiral Cotton. Among the others 
present were the prince of Wales, Colonial 
Secretary Chamberlain, Premier Balfour 
and Sir Michael Herbert. 

King Dressea as Admiral. 

The king was dressed in the uniform 
of an admiral of the British fleet. On 
the conclusion of the dinner his majesty, 
in a tactful speech, expressed gratifica- 
tion at the acceptance of his invitation 
and cordially welcomed Rear Admiral 
Cotton and his squadron to England. He 
asserted that what he said represented 
the sentiment not only of himself, but 
of the whole British people, and he pro- 
posed a toast to President Roosevelt, 
for whom his majesty said “he enter- 
tained the highest consideration and ad- 
miratfon.”’ 

Ambassador Choate responded and in 
an eloquent speech echoed the wish of 
the king for the maintenance and pro- 
motion of more cordial relations between 
the tWo ereat English speaking nations. 

The king further emphasized Nis grati- 
fication by writing at the table a mes- 
gage to President Roosevelt, in which he 
etated that it had given him the greatest 
pleasure to welcome the American squad- 
ron. King Edward's cordialitvy made & 
great impression on the American officers. 
who left the function convinced of the 
cesir® on the part of Great Britain to 
maintain the closest relations with the 
American republic. 


Naval Officers at Luncheon. 

At the Pilgrims’ Club luncheon 
to the visiting American officers at 
the Carlton Club todav, Vice Admtiral 
Lord Charles Beresford read the follow- 
ing message from the prince of Wales: 

“I very much regret that an engage- 
ment will prevent me from being present. 
Please assure the American naval of- 
ficers how sorry IT am that I am unable 
to have the pleasure of meeting them on 
this occasion.” 

The luncheon was given 
restaurant of the club.

Amid British Cheers the 
President of France 
Departs. 


London, July 9.—The visit of Pyggident 
Loubet to London was brought t “4 close 
at 8:40 o’clock this morning, when the 
French chief magistrite left the Vic- 
toria station for Dover. The scenes and 
incidents of his departure testified to 
how the republican president, by his 
unassuming dignity and cordial sincerity, 
had captured all classes and won that 
popular good will which sovereigns have 
been unable to achieve. 

Despite the earliness of his departure, 
crowds lined the route from St. sames 
palace to fhe railway station, and Brit- 
ish hurrahs and French “Vive Loubet” 
reechoed through the streets until the 
president had entered the station. Here 


‘the nation’s guest was met by the king, 


the prince of Wales, the duke of Con- 
naught, Lord Lansdowne, Premier Bal- 
four, other ministers, members of the 
French embassy and a crowd of military 
and other officials. As M. Loubet’s car- 
riage drew up King Edward advanced 
with outstretched hand and, taking the 
presidene familiarly by the arm, led him 
through the waiting room to the royal 
car. For a few moments the king and 
president stood talking with mch ani- 
mation. King Edward grasped M. Lou- 
ebt’s right hand and shook it with ex- 
treme coriiality, while with the left hand 
he patted the president on the shoulder. 
Offical as well as amateur artists could 
be seen in all directions securing snap 
shots of the striking scene. 
Departure of Loubet, 


After renewed handshaking his ma§- 
esty showed the president into the royal 
car and éstood chatting with him until 
the train, pulled out amid cheers and 
shouts of “‘Vive Loubet,”’ mingled with 
the strains of ‘‘The Marseillaise.’’ Pres- 
idenf Loubet stood at a window of the 
car waving his hat tn his-gloved hand 
untfl the royal special disappeared from 
view. 

Upon his arrival at Dover M. Loubet 
erabarked on the French cruiser Guisten 
and the vessel sailed at-once for Calais, 
escorted by a British torpedo flotilla and 
followed by farewell salutes from the 
fleet and castle. Before his departure 
from Dover. President Loubet telegraph- 
ed King Edwam, thanking him for the 
hearty reception accorded him “as the 
representative of France, the friend of 
England.” 

The text of M. Loubet’s telegram to 
the king is as follows: 

“The moment of leaving British soil 
I am anxious to send your majesty an 
expression of my liveliest gratitude for 
the hearty reception your majesty and 
her majesty, the queen, the royal family 
and the British nation extended to me 
as the representative of France, the 
friend of England.”’ 

King Edward’s reply to President Lou- 
bet’s telegram was as follows: 

“London, July 9, 1903.—President Lou- 
bet, Calais. France.—The kind words of 
your telegram pleased me greatly. I am 
delighted that your visit pleased you. It 
is my most ardent desire that the rap- 
prochement of our two countries should 
eb dasting. EDWARD, R. I.” 

Loubet at Calais. 
Calais, France, July 9.—President Lou- 


bef met with a great reception here to- 
day on his return to French soil. At 
the public reception which followed the 
president's arrival here the speakers con- 
gratulated M. Loubet on the happy re- 
sults of his visit to England. 

The president, in replying to the ar- 
dress, said the visit to London had given 
them the opportunity of discovering once 
more that greater justice was done to 
France abroad than she did to herself 
at home. The tmpression which he had 
brought back was profoundly satisfac- 
tory and he felt patriotic joy in proclaim- 
ing it aloud. M. Loubet concluded with 
expressing the hope that peaceful accord 
would gradually supersede conflicts to 
the great benefit of France and human- 
ity.’’

ie lovaence Hogg, of Texas, is out 
in a strong appeal to the cotton farm- 
ers of the south to support the bull 
element in the present cotton market, 
He says the New York cliques that 
heretofore have manipulated the mar- 
ket for cotton in the interests of east- 
ern cotton mills-and European bty- 
ers are combining to break prices. 
They are supported by the eastern 
banks who carry eastern cotton mill 
securities and loans. These people 
make all that large margin of profits 
between ‘he price at which they can 
force the cotton raiser to sell and the 
price the eastern and foreign trade 
can afford to pay in order to get their 
supplies of the staple. 

The Texan ex-governor seems to 
think the Brown campaign is a crucial 
one to try out the question of the abil- 
ity of the southern people to dictate 
and support the price for their great 
staple. If they ean do this by back- 
ing up the bull crowd and forcing the 
eastern crowd out of control of the 
market it will mean a gain of millions 
of dollars’ annually hereafter to the 
cotton planters of the south. 

Certainly it is a novel and great un- 
dertaking that Gevernor Hogg cham- 
pions. Whether his advice can be 
availed of by the southern cotton 
planters in their unorganized condi- 
tion is doubtful. But it must be con- 
fessed that if the corner now on can 
be maintained until future contracts 
are practically fixed somewhere be- 
tween eight and ten cents for fall 
deliveries the bear crowd will have 
had its claws clipped in a way to pre- 
vent its doing much pulling down of 
quotations for some time to come. 

Neither the eastern nor the foreign 
mills have the power to ignore the 
cotton of the south. They may sus- 
pend production of cotton goods for 
awhile, but their own necessities to 
make their machinery earn its keep 
and to supply a demand that cannot 
stop to cavil at prices for necessary 
goods, wil! bring them back into the 
market. If the south can do what 
Governor Hogg proposes, shé will 
have won a battle of independence 
that has been her dream for a hun- 
dred years.

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“A Shame and Disgrace.”’ 

The new senator from Illinois, Al- 
bert J. Hopkins, says that “it is a 
shame and disgrace to the southern 
states that they do not send negroes 
to congress.”” Now Mr. Hopkins was 
in congress a great many years and 
yet nobody ever heard of his offering 
to retire and allow a negro to be 
elected as his successor. He made 
several attempts to get into the sen- 
ate before he downed Billy” Mason and 
yet nobody ever saw a sign hung out 
from his headquarters in the Leland 
house at Springfield, reading: “Want- 
ed—A likely, able-bodied colored gen- 
tleman to take my chances in the sen- 
atorial race!” 

Senator Hopkins is more of an ass 
than he has appeared to be heretofore, 
if he thinks anybody will take his 
declaration seriously. His contribu- 
tions for the elevation of the colored 
race are not recorded, so that we may 
know them, but this much is certain, 
that he never loved a black man well 
enough to give up his own government 
job to him! 


Moody’s Oration on the Fourth. 

In the mass of Fourth of July ora- 
tions reported in the press of what- 
ever section of the union we have dis- 
covered but one discordant note and 
that was uttered by Secretary of the 
Navy Moody, in his speech in Wash- 
ington city. 

The strong probability is that the 
honorable secretary retained a vivid 
memory of the Fourth of July effort of 
the president last year and decided 
that it was up to him to go his chief 
a bean or two better this year. So 
ne chose as one of his head-notes 
“mob law,” and turned loose both bar- 
reis of his duck-gun.on that topic. 

The subject is timely enough and 
we sincerely trust that his flerce de- 
nunciations of the spirit in the masses 
to override constituted law will have 
its due and beneficent effect upon the 
Massachusetts mobs that tar and 
feather men and carry jails by storm 
to release offenders against the public 
peace. The disposition which is 
shewn in the old Bay State to revert 
to type is probably one of those 
psychic and cyclical manifestations for 
which human philosophy has never 
been able to account. Nevertheless, 
it is a baa sign to the country and will 
cause patriots everywhere else to keep 
their eyes skinned and their ears cock- 
ed toward New England for the mod- 
ern phases and frills that the great- 
grandchildren of the Pilgrims are 


forebears. 

Mr. Moody has also figured conspic- 
uously as an apostle of love for the 
negroes and asavior of the white men 
of the north from the disproportionate 
power of southern representation in 
congress. Heis theerst yoke-mate of 
“Brer” Crumpacker, of Indiana, in the 
proposal to unconstitutionally deci- 
mate the south’s congressional delega- 
tions.

The Successor to Leo XIII. 

Before the exaltation of Pius VI to 
the apostolic see, St. Malachi, arch- 
bishop of Armagh, Ireland, issued a 
prophecy of theyharacteristics of the 
papal successors several centuries 
not yet exhausted. His predictions 
have almost literally been fulfilled de- 
spite the fact that he described the 
popes to come in allegorical epithets. 
These descriptions are now revived in 
consequence of the certainty that Leo 
XTII is moribund and his successor 
must soon be chosen. 

For instance, Pius IX, whom Leo 
XIII succeeded was prefigured as 
“Cross from the Cross,” and his life 
was truly one long crucifixion by those 
who were the enemies of the church, 
the papacy and its temporal estate. 

Leo XIII was named by the prophet 

as “Light from the Sky.” His family 
arms bear “a blazing star projected 
against an azure field,” and truly the 
wisdom and spiritual significance of 
Leo’s papal career has been to the 
church as “light from the sky.” 

The successor of Leo, according to 
Malachi, is to be “a burning fire.” This 
is ambiguous and must await demon- 
stration. The spirit is typified by a 
flame, as in the Pentecostal visitation 
at Jerusalem, or to go backward, in 
the burning bush of Moses. Fire is 
also a sign of war. Whether the next 
pope is to be a great spiritual zealot, 
or a warrior for the recovery of the 
ancient properties and prerogatives of 
the church, no man can say. 
the heraldic arms of none of the car- 
dinals meniioned for the next incum- 
benoy reveal any symbol that be- 
tokens ‘a burning fire.” 

The interests of religion and the 
growing humanities among men re- 
quire the hope that the prophecy is 
indicative of spiritual rather than war- 
like activities and accomplishments 
by the pope who is to succeed the 
lofty and luminous Leo when he falls 
on sleep.

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A Source of Sectionalism. 


A prolific and growing cause of mis- 
understandings on the race problem 
between the people of the north and 
the south is the emission from negro 
writers of books dealing with the sub- 
ject. No one can reasonably object 
to a negro writing and _ publishing 
a book to exploit his. views on the 
negro problem or any other subject. 
That is a right which he has equaliy 
with every other citizen. 

Yet it is perfectiy true that few of 
such books as we have mentioned are 
illuminating and worthy to become the 
authorities in any calm and rational 
discussion of the race issues. With 
but few notable exceptions they are 
the ex parte outputs of men who are 
illy provided with the historic sense, 
accurate statistics, or the necessary 
synthetic skill to make their stories 
coherent or their arguments impres- 
sive. Their work is done in passion- 
ate temper and their demands are 
made from a heated imagination of 
rights instead of a certain knowledge 
of what the law allows and disal- 
lows. 

It would be a real pleasure to The 
Constitution to review some book by 
a negro writer that contained even a 
modicum of impartial statement and 
a gleam of wisdom that a statesman 
might appropriate as helpful in the 
solution of the race problem. 

Perhaps some day the negro race 
will produce a writer who can and 
will strip the black and white double- 
headed problem down to its bones 
and with a clear understanding of 
facts as they are, offer from his side 
some substantial wisdom looking to 
the long-sought end—the plan by 
which the races may subsist in peace 
and without either having cause to 
regard the other as in any sense a 
menace. We would welcome such a 
book. It would be an invitation to 
amities, while those now extant ‘are 
excitants to enmities.

They like colored men _ well 
enOugh in theory, but when it comes to 
dividing the offices with them the case 
appears in a different aspeet. The radi- 


(oa! feeling on the subject in the repub- 


lican party, indeed, takes more often 
the reverse action to that commended 
by Mr. Hopkins. It is indignant, as is 
he, that the negroes are not allowed to 
vote, but its manner of dealing with 
that wrong is to take from them the 
privilege to be in congress also. It pro- 
poses to accept legally their disfran- 
chisement, and to base a law upon this 
acceptance, This is as squarely in the 
face of Mr. Hopkins’ proposition as any- 
thing well could be, but it is equally a 
radical step, and has far more radicaj 
politicians among its supporters.

We are inclined to Jay all race preju- 
dice at the door of eur southern prother. 
We tantalize him and accuse him of 
being unduly prejudiced and unpatriotic- 
ally opposed to the uplifting of the col- 
ored population.. He tells us that we do 
not rightly judge him, and maintains 
that he has much more charity and 
patience with the black people than has 
the north. In view of recent occurrences 
we are inclined to accept this statement 
as a truthful presentation of the subject. 
‘We are quite sure that we people in the 
north have not a just conception of the 
conditions as they really exist in the 
south and when the people of the north 
stand face to face with trying problems 
that here and there came to the surface 
they manifest 1éss humanity if possible 
than do the southern people, 

This is especially suggestive just at this 
time when the officials of the states of 
Illinois and Indiana are holding secret 
sessions, endeavoring to formulate sofhe 
plan whereby a better understanding may 
obtain between the white and colored 
races in those states. When it is stated 
that there is today a greater danger from 
race war in the two northern states than 
in any of the southern states it 
becomes apparent that we people of the 
north do not fully comprehend the sit- 
vation and that in the place of constant- 
ly upbraiding our southern..brethren We 
ought really to be endeavoring to adjust 
difficulties that exist outside of the 
legitimate home of ex-slayes and their 
descendants. Place the north in the 
same relation with the colored man that 
exists in the south and a worse condition 
of affairs would speedily develop. The 
question is the greatest problem before 
the American people today.

Linton, Ind., July °€6.—The appearance 
of eight Terre Haute negroes in Linton 
this afternoon produced a demonstration 
in which the men narrowly escaped with 
their lives, A Terre Haute caterer took 
his cook and waiters with him. Several 
hundred miners assembled in the street 
and threatened to dynamite the hall un- 
less the negroes were sent out of town. 
The negroes were hurrief into a cab and 
driven to Jacksonville, where they were 
put on the train for Terre Haute. Police 
hung on the carriage and beat back the 
crowd,

OPIU@ IS RUINING FILIPINOS. 


Rapid Increase of Habit Since Expi- 
ration of Monopoly. 

Manila, July 9.—The publio discussion 
of the opium bill wag continued before 
the United States commission today. 
American lawyers representing the Asiat- 
ic local syndicates and also the monopo- 
lists operating in Hong Kong and Singa- 
pore argued in favor of the adoption of 
the bill and quoted statistics showing that 
the rapid spread of the opium habit has 
been undermining the Filipinos since the 
expiration of the Spanish monopoly. 

On cross-examination the opponents of 
the bili proved that the many signers of 
the Chinese chamber of commerce’s mam- 
moth protest, which is backed by the 
evangelical union, are the chief importers 
and distributors of oplum, and that nence 
they are occupying an untenable posi- 
tion, in favoring a prohfbition which if 
effective would ruin the signers.

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INJURED BY THEIR OWN LAW. 


German Shippers Complain of the 
New Meat Measure. 

Bertin, July 9.—The German meat law, 
which went into effect in April, is having 
more serious consequence commercially 
than anticipated. As the regulations re- 
quire the inspection of meats and lard 
to take place in bonded ware houses be- 
fore export and the inspection fees are 
heavy, the German merchants complain 
that they are placed at a great djsad- 
vantage in transit trade. They had hith- 
erto supplied Atistria and Switzerland 
with American meats and lard, sending 
directly from the bonded ware houses 
without expense. 

Bince the meat law has been applied, 
however, the Belgian and Dutch shippers 
are getting all the Austrian and Swiss 
trade, and Germany is losing the transit 
profits. The German shippers therefore 
are calling loudly for the abolition of the 
inspection requirements in the case of 
export goods.

It is probable the 
courge to be ‘pursued will consist tn the 
dispatch of cablegramg to Mr. Riddle, 
United States charge at St. Petersburg, 
directing him to inquire of the Russian 
government whether it is wilting to re- 
ceive a petition, the nature of which will 
We briefly outlined by Mr. Riddle and fur- 
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Many interesting facts dbout the forth- 
coming great international exposition to 
be held at St. Louis were told the mem- 
bers of the senate yesterday by Hon} 
Charles M. Reeves, secretary of the com- 
mittee on legislation in the exposition or- 
ganization. Mr. Reeves made a short 
address to the senate in response to an 
invitation unanimously tendered by that 
body upon motion of Senator Jordan. He 
proved an able and interesting talker, 
and, while his address was a short one, 
he covtred a great deal of ground. ‘In 
his capacity as secretary of the commit- 
tee on legislation Mr, Reeves has been 
most prominent in the work of interest- 
ing the different states and territories 
in making exhibits.. Of the states, terri- 
tories ang possessions which go to com- 
prise this union, fifty-one have already 
signified their intention to have ex- 
hibits, 

In speaking to the general subject of 
the exposition and what it will be Mr. 
Reeves made some interesting compari- 
sons. He showed, for instance, that the 
acreage to be covered at St. Louis will 
be nearly twice as great as has ever 
been covered in any other exposition that 
the world has known, presenting oe 
statistics: Centennial at Philadelphia, 23 
acres; Paris exposition, 336 acres; Pan- 
American, 350 acres; Chicago world’s fair, 
638 acres; Louisiana Purchase at St. 
Louis, 1,240 acres, 

The relative cost, in round numbers, 1s 
as follows: The Centennial, $8,500,000; the 
Paris exposition construction cost $9,000,- 
000; the Pan-American, $10,000,000; the 
Chi¢ago world’s fair, construction cost, 
$18,250,000; total cost, $27,500,000; the St. 
Louls exposition, construction cost, $30,- 
000,000, of which one-third has already 
been expended, total cost estimated at 
upward of $60,000,000, 

As to foreign representation, St. Louis 
will have just about three times as much 
as there was at Chicago. 

In explaining why it is that this St. 
Louis exposition is destined to be so 
much greater than any other ever held in 
this country, or in the world for that 
matter, Mr. Reeves said that the best 
way to reach an understanding was by 
making a comparison of the conditions 
prevailing now with those that ‘obtained 
at the time of the opening of the world’s 
fair at Chicago. In glowing terms he 
referred to the present prosperity 
throughout the country and pictured the 
eminent position which the United States 
now takes in the commercial and finan- 
cia] world with the comparatively minor 
place it then held. 

With regard to the question of Geor- 
gia being represented at St. Louis, he 
said that if Georgia fails it will be the 
only exception among the states, save 
only little Delaware and Vermont. Geor- 
gia igs the one uncertain state in the 
southern column. As he sées it, the best 
business interest of the state demands 
that the resources of Georgia should be 
advertised to the world as they only 
could be by an exhibit at this great ex- 
position. He spoke of the magnificent 
resources of this state in building stones, 
forestry and agriculture, and expressed 
the conviction that an exhibition of the 
building stones alone would be. worth 
to the state far more than any possible 
expense {nvolved. 

“There is not a single state in the 
union in which a single thing will grow 
better thafi it does in Georgia,’ sal@ Mr 
Reeves, reverting to the advisability of 
the state showing the world its splendid 
resources. “There is not one that could 
make a better showing. I believe that 
the Georgia legislature will see how 
vastly it Is to the best interests of all the 
people that the state be properly ‘repre- 
sented at St. Louis, and that the senate 
and house will do their full duty by the 
people.’”’ 

Confederate Memorial Board. 


Speake Morris Introduced an interest- 
ing bill in the house yesterday. It pro- 
vides for carrying out certain suggestions 
made in Governor Terrell’s recent mes- 
sage relative to state care of confederate 
graves, and proposes to do this through 
the creation of a state confederate me- 
morial board, to consist of five members. 

The bill gives this board the authority 
to receive deeds to cemeteries where lie 
confederate dead and to place headstones 
Over the graves of veterans. Another fea- 
ture fs that the board shall secure all the 
available information relative to the 
graves of confederate soldiers within the 
state and make a report to the governor. 
The care of the graves of confederates js 
to be vested altogether in this board, the 
expenses to be paid by the state, but the 
members of the board are to receive no 
compensation for their services. 


Merritt Talks of Schools. 


State School Commissioner W. B. Mer- 

ritt appeared before the house committee 
on education yesterday and gave its mem- 
bers some interesting information relat- 
ing to the state school system. 
‘The question of uniformity. in school 
text-books was up as the special order for 
the day, and a final conclusion will he 
reached on this matter by the committee 
this afternoon. Mr. Merritt discussed this 
question at some length. He said every 
state that has tried the system has adopt- 
ed a different method, and the proper 
thing for Georgia to do, in his opinion, 
was to have a committee Investigate all 
these plans and report upon their various 
advantages or disadvantages. He 
thought this the proper course to be pur- 
rued before taking final action. 

Mr. Merritt also called attention to sev- 
eral errors, inaccuracies and unfortunate 
provisions in the school laws of the state 
and urged the appointment of a commis- 
sion to revise and properly codify these 
laws. It is probable that some impor- 
tant legislation will result from the pre- 
sentation of Mr. Merritt's views. 


Adjutant General Bill. 


The military committee of the house, 
after an interesting discussion yesterday, 
reported favorably on the bill by Mr. 
Adams, of Putnam, which proposes to 
amend the military law passed at the 
last session which proposes to strike out 
the provision restricting the governor in 
the appointment of an adjutant general. 

The bill as passed prohibits the appoint- 
ment of anyone who hag not served in 
the state militia for a period of five years 
immediately previous to his appointment. 
It was contended that this provision 
would exclude from consideration for this 
appointment many confederate veterans 
who were capable and worthy of filling it. 
Military men generally were in favor of 
the bill as it passed. 

To Register Cotton Gins. 

After a warm discussion the special 
Agriculture committee of the house yes- 
terday reported favorably-on the bili by 
Mr. Hixon, of Sumter, requiring all opera- 
tors of cotton gins to register them with 
the ordinary and also to report the num- 
ber of bales ginned. The penalty for 
failing to register or to report at the 
stated pertods is a fine of $25. The ob- 
ject of this measure is to gather advance 
information with reference to the status 
of the cotton crop that the farmers may 
have advantage of it.

of 9% to 41. 

The second of these bills, which is also 
of state wide interest, was by Messrs. 
Hardman, of Jackson, and Shackelford; 
of Clarke, and provides for the teaching 
of the elementary principles of agricul- 
ture and the elements of civil govern- 
ment in the common schools of the state. 
This measure as first presented was 
made to apply to all the publie schools 
of Georgia, which would have included 
the city school systems of the larger 
cities, but was amended before passage 
60 as to apply only to the common 
Schools, or those which are supported 
alione by the state schoo! fund. It was 
passed by a vote of 121 to 5. 

Caused a Warr: Debate. 

A warm debate was precipitated upon 
the bill providing for the election of 
county school commissioners by the peo- 
ple. County school commissioners are at 
present elected by the county school 
boards, and these boards are elected by 
the grand juries. The bill of Messrs. 
Steed and Hixon provided that the peo- 
ple shall elect these county school com- 
missioners, but that the law shall not 
g° into effect in any county until after 
it has been recommended by the grand 
jury. This provision relative to grand 
jury recommendation was stricken out. 

The bill came up on a motion by Mr. 
Steed to disagree to adverse report of the 
committee on education. Mr. Steed made 
a Stirring speech against the committee's 
action and in favor of the bill. He de- 
clared that in many counties in the state

from center to circumference. The ob- 
ject of t' ~ bill was to remove the office 
of county school commissioner and con- 
trol of the public schools as far as possi- 
ble from the sphere of politics.

Agriculture in the Schools. 
The debate on the bill requiring the 
‘teaching of elementary agriculture and 
the elements of civil government in the 
public schools was brief and. one-sided. 
There appears to have been little opposi- 

tion to the measure. 

Mr. Hardman, of Jackson, one of the 
authors of the bill, made a statement 
relative to its provisions. He consid- 
ered there was a great need for this 
class of instruction. The common schOols 
of the state are attended principally by 
the farmers’ boys, most of whom fol- 
low in the footsteps of their fathers. 

Mr. West, of Lowndes, and Mr. Shack- 
elford, of Clarke, spoke also in favor 
of the passage of the bill and along sim- 
ilar lines.

Leigh is a new member and his seat 
in the present legislature is his @rst 
public office. Nevertheless he is mani- 
festing the deepest. and most active in- 
teerst in all matters which affect the 
people. Speaking in behalf of the bill, 
he said: 

‘It occurs to me, Mr. Speaker, that the bili 
now under consideration is one of no small im 
portai.ce to the people of this state. Agriculture 
lieS at the foundation of our commerce ahd 
manufacture. Georgia is strictly an agricul- 
tural state, and it therefore behooves us to do 
all in our power as legislators to fostér this 
important industry. As farmers, we have en- 
tered upon a new era, and must adopt new 
methods. The time once wag when our land 
was fresh and the soil fertile, that the only 
requisites to success in farming were a negro, 
a muie and a scoville hoe. But that day is 
past. Through our ignorance and wasteful 
methods, we have allowed the virgin soil to 
wear out and wash away, and today the red 
old hills of Georgia stand as a monument of 
our ignorance and folly. I know from obser- 
vation that there are hundreds of farms in 
Georgia that will not pay the cost of cultiva- 
tiun. The fault is in the man, and not in the 
land. It is the result of our crude methods. 

“We must educate our farmers in order tc 


achieve success in farming, as well as to give | 


dignity to the calling. On account of the ig- 
norance of the agricultural classes and the 
drudgery inseparable from farm life, as it is 
now conducted, and the meager returns that re- 
wards the farimer’s toil, farming is regarded as 
méeniai occupation fit only ‘for those who 
haven't sufficient intelligence to engage in other 


pursuits, when it should rank as the peer in. 


Gignity and importance with the most honor- 
able of the professions. 

‘The farmers themselves are . large meas- 
ure responsible for this condition of things. 
Not one in ten knows anything of the science 
of agriculture beyond the mere performance 
9f the manual! iabor. But few of them under- 
stand the chemical analysis of commercial fer- 
tilizers as stamped upon the bags. and hence 
make gross migtakcs not only in the purchase 
of their manures, but in their application to 
the sol as well. They know nothing of the 
wroeess Of plant growth, nor the best methods 
of eupplying plant food; nothing of chemistry 
nor the analysis of soils; nothing of biology 
including the two important branches of botany 
and physiology! and nothing of animal hus- 
tandry. This should not be.. No wonder they 
fail, Just as well might the lawyer or doctor 
expect to succeed without studying the text 
books of the profession, as for a farmer to hope 
fur success without equipping himself for the 
work. Let us therefore see to it that the sons 
of the farmers of Georgia are taught the ele- 
"nentary principles of agriculture in the com- 
mon schools of the state, in order that they 
may be fitted for the high destiny that awaits 
them in developing the resources of our grand 
old commonwealth. When brains are added to 
trawn. when intelligence directs the operatives 
upon the farm, and when scientific methods are 
employed in agriculture as in other pursulitg, 
then, and not until then, will success crown 
ihe efforts of the husbandman, and farming 
will take sank in dignity and importance with 
the most desirable the most honorable aveca- 
tions of life.’’ 

At the conclusion of the debate the bill 
was pas#ed by the vote stated, )21.to 5. 

The title of this bill, which fully ex- 
plains its provisions, is as follows: 

A bili to be entitled an act to provide for the 
teaching of the elementary principles of agri- 
culture and the elements of civil government 
in all the cummon schools of the etate of 
Georgia: to provide a penalty in case any 
county board of education, in city or county, 
fails to provide for the teaching of the same, 
and requiring all teachers to stand a satisfac- 
tory examination upon said subjects.

‘House Refuses To. Reconsider 
Action Defeating It 


Similar Action Taken on Bower’s 
Resolution To Divide the Public 
School Fund—Many New 
Measures Are Intro- 
duced in House. 


In accordance with his notice, Mr. 
Houston, of Fulton, yesterday moved 4 
reconsideration of the action of the house 
of representatives in defeating the child 
labor bill. Mr. Houston said the friends 
of the measure desired reconsideration in 
order to avoid introducing the bill again. 
They would agree, he said, not to press 
the bill for consideration again at the 
‘present session, but he declared their de- 
termination to press the measure to final 
success and to keep at it until that re- 
sult was reached. The bill was defeated 
by only thirteen votes, he said, and he 
thought it possible that many, of the 
members when they went home and 
talked the matter over with their con- 
stituents would take a different view 
of it. 

Mr. Holder, of Jackson, opposed recon- 
sideratién. He declared that full con- 
sideration had been given the measure, 
and that enough time had already been 


spent on it. 

Mr. George, of Morgan, called the 
previous question, and upon the vote the 
house refused to reconsider its action in 
killing the bill by 75 to 66. 

Following the action of the house on 
the matter, Mr. George, of Morgan, 
arose to a question of personal privilege. 
Mr. George had been quoted by one of 
the afternoon papers as saying in his 
speech the day before that the advocates 
of the child labor bill “were very good 
men, but fools.”” Mr. George denied em- 
phatically that he made any such state- 
ment in his speech. He said he could 
not remember exactly what he did say, 
but he was certain he could have made 
no such statement as that, for among 
the advocates of the bill he had many 
warm personal friends, mén for whom 
he had the very highest regard. 

No Division of School Fund. 


Mr. Bower, of Decatur, moved a recon- 
sideration of the action of the house in 
defeating his resolution to direct the 
county school boards of the state, in their 
discretion, to divide their proportion of 
the county school fund between the 
negroes and whites in proportion to the 
amount of taxes paid by each. aut. 
Brown said he had had many lettérs on 
‘the subject from citizens of the state 
urging the adoption of such legislation 


as this. 
The motion to reconsider was lost on 4 


viva voce vote. 
Mr. Bower, in speaking of this mat-

HELD INTEREST 


Superintendent Dennis of 
Putnam Talked to Georgia 
Teachers. 


Athens, Ga., July 9.—(Special.)—The ad- 
dress at the chapel this morning to the 
summer school teachérs was made by 
Hon. M. B. Dennis, county supérintend- 
ent of education for the county of Put- 
nam, and it was one of the strongest yet 
made here, i: 

It was upon the subject of “Existing 
Educational Conditions,’’ and the infor- 
mation conveyed was such as the average 
teacher is in need of. He said that it 
was imoortant that the condition of 
our state school system be thoroughly 
upferstood in order that the proper 
remedy may be applied. In his opinion 
the common schools of the state of Geor- 
gia fall far sfrt of their mission and 
often represent a waste of money. There 
is a lack of energy, enthusiasm, super- 
vision, teaghing force, pay, of teachers 
and sympathy of the public that goes 
to retard their work in a large measure. 
In many instances the complaints that 
are made against the common school 
system of Georgia are made with facts 
to back fhem up. 

And yet it was not so much the sys- 
tem as the management that was at 
fault. With proper supervision and man- 
agement the system may be perfected 
and made to yield good results. When 
Mr. Dennis made the point that the pres- 
ent method of paying teachers in the 
state of Georgia was a disgrace to the 
state and its people, his remarks were 
greeted wifh applause, showing how 
ké@nly the teachers in the common 
schools feet what they term the neg- 
lect of the state in this particular. Mr. 
Dennis declared that there was abso- 
lutely no excuse whatever for this state 
of affairs and that the state could change 
the method of paying its teachers if 
it desired to do so. Talking about 
strikes, Mr. Dennis declared that the 
teachers had more cause to go on 4 
strike than any other class, but that 
they went right on in their work, dis- 
playing an unselfishness that is a monu- 
ment to them. 

Quite a lot of statistics were quot §! 
from an address of Dr. Charles W. Dab- 
ney, of the University of Tennessee, to 
show fhe amount of money paid out on 
the common schools of the south, and 
to illustrate a number of points as to 
the expenses that are incyrred by the 
states in their common schools. He de- 
clared that the good roads movement 
and the movement to improve the agri- 
culture of the south had as much as 
anything else to do with the iyprove- 
ment of the common schools, for with- 
out good roads and prospérous farmers 
the school cannot be elevated in the 
rural counties, 

The latter part of the address of Mr. 
Dennis was a powerful plea for the con- 
solidation of schools. He maintained 
that there should not be a school dis- 
trict of less than 20 square miles and 
that there should be only .one schoo! in 
such a district. This would give better 
school houses, better teachers, better 
paid teachers, better graded work in 
the schools, larger attendance and a much 
more satisfactory education for the chil- 
dren. Hé produced statistics to prove all 
that’ he had to say on this line, and 
showed the experience of three Géorgia 
counties on this matter of schooj con- 
solidation, 

Tonight at the chapel Dr. P. H. Mell, 
president of Clemson college, made a 
magnificent address on the subject of 
“The Building of Continents,” which 
was well illustrated with stereopticon 
views and was full of information.

The Simpsons were not satisfied and 
the girl’s father called at Wham’s house, 
who admitted the note was desjgned for 
an improper purpo# and that Miss 
Simpson hag_ voluntarily met him four 
times within a year. The girl's father 
demanded a fight to the death, but Wham 
would not meet him. 

Mrs. Wham last night went to see a 
friend. 1. W. Ramage, to get him to act 
as pegcemaker. In the ‘meantime Wham's 
house was surrounded by men all night, 
who would have lynched him if he had 
attempted to leave. This morning at 8 
O'clock Ramage and Reid Blakely, a 
friend, drove to Wham’'s house. Wham 
greeted them pleasantly. 

“John,” said Ramage, ‘“‘this is a bad 
affair you are‘in.”’ 

“Yes,” replied Wham, ‘and [ am will- 
ing to make any acknowledgments that 
are proper.” 

Ramage suggested that they all go to 
Simpson's, but Wham said he must wait 
till his preacher came. They started into 
Wham’'s house, when Blakely suggested 
that Wham disarm. He fan into his 
house, ordered Blakely out of the yard, 
afd while Ramage was talking to Mrs. 
Wham, shot him dead. 

Then the wife did some acting. Stand- 
ing on her piazza, she warned all not to 
approach the house, as Wham would 
commit more murder. The friends of the 
fead man feared to go near the body for 
nearly €hree hours.

FLEVEN FIRMS 
SUBMIT BIDS 


Six New Buildings at~ Fort 
McPherson Soon 
To Go Up. 


Eleven firnis submitted bids yesterday 
on the construction of six buildings at 
Fort McPherson. The majority of these 
are Atlanta firms, but there are a num- 
ber from the north and from other points 
over the country. 

The firms which submitted bids on all 
six buildings are Gude & Walker, Nich- 
Olas Ittner, and Miles & Bratt, all of At- 
lanta. John H. Hecker, of this city, bid 
on the construction of three buildings; 
Fred Wagner, of Atlanta, bid on two 
buildings; a firm frqgm St. Paul bid for the 
steam heating; another Chattanooga firm 
and one from Elmira, N. Y., submitted 
bids for the plumbing and electric wiring; 
end the Farrell Heating and Plumbing 
Company, of this city, offered bids on the 
heating and plumbing, the gas piping and 
electric wiring. 

The bids were handed in to the quarter- 
master and were sent by him to Wash- 
ington, where the decision will be made 
and the contracts awarded. It will, how- 
ever, be some time before the result will 
be known. 

The new buildings for which the con- 
tracts are being made will make the 
barracks far prettier than it is at pres- 
ent, and will add to the comfort and con- 
venience of the officers and soldiers. The 
buildings are to be constructed for the 
purpose of making Atlanta a regimental 
headquarters, since at present the post 
is not able to accommodate more than 
two-thirds of a regiment, or about 800 
soldiers. It is very probable that next 
summer about 273 officers and soldicrs will 
be sent to Atlanta, thus completing the 
regiment. It is for the purpose of accom- 
modating these officers and men that the 
present buildings will be erected. 

The Six Buildings. 

The first of the six will be two double 
barracks to accommodate four companies 
of soldiers. The bachelor. officers’ quar- 
ters will be one of the handsomest struc- 
tuges. It will cofisist of ten suites of 
apartments. The buildings will be two 
stories high with a basement: with a 
frontage of 140 feet, and 78 feet in depth. 

Anéther building will be a double set of 
captains’ quarters. There will also be a 
single set of field officers’ quarters, and 
another set for the non-commissioned 
staff officers’ quarters. 

All the buildings will be of the best 
pressed brick with stone trimmings and 
slate roofs. The different structures will 
be placed around the parade ground. 

The plans were drawn up in the quar- 
termaster general's department in Wash- 
ington. 

A number of other improvements have 
been made at the Fort, or are now in 
sight. A contract was recently given to 
H. Crafts, of Atlanta, for the construc- 
tion of a great steel water tank, which 
will hold 70,000 gallons of wAter. The 
tank will be 100 feet high. It is now in 
process of construction. 

Electric lights are being put in, and a 
great artesian well is being sunk, and 
pumps and machinery are being purchas- 
ed. Other improvements are being made 
in ee roads and streets.
